CHANGES  IN 

CUCUMBER  VARIETIES 


Changes  in  varieties  cataloged  are  called 
for  by  reason  of  improvements  made  by  plant 
breeders  and  also  by  reason  of  new  methods  of 
processing  and  marketing.  With  these  in  view 
I  am  asking  customers  to  consider  some  of  the 
following  changes: 

The  new  National  Pickling  and  the  Pick- 
ler’s  Special  Pickling  have  both  been  selected 
and  approved  by  the  foremost  packers  of  pick¬ 
les  as  being  superior  to  the  old  stocks  of  Boston 
Pickle,  Chicago  Pickle,  Snow’s  Pickle  and  the 
Evergreen  Pickle.  I  agree  with  these  compet¬ 
ent  judges  and  recommend  that  you  consider 
these  new  ones  in  making  up  your  order  for 
pickling  cucumbers. 

Where  an  early  White  Spine  is  needed  I  am 
recommending  FASTGREEN  as  the  earliest 
and  best  short  market  variety.  This  sort  is 
sold  under  various  names  such  as  Staysgreen, 
Kirby,  Black  Diamond,  Dark  Green,  etc.,  etc. 
I  believe  it  is  a  better  early  cucumber  than 
Arlington,  Klondyke,  Earliest  of  All  or  Improv¬ 
ed  White  Spine.. 

I  am  listing  hereon  for  the  first  time  my 
new  origination,  EXTRA  EARLY  FORTUNE. 
This  is  a  cucumber  the  approximate  shape  and 
length  of  Early  Fortune  and,  like  FASTGREEN, 
a  selection  from  the  Henderson  White  Spine. 
It  is  earlier,  more  prolific  and  holds  its  color- 
better  on  the  market  than  Early  Fortune  and,  I 
think,  is  destined  to  be  very  widely  used.  Will 
be  pleased  to  furnish  all  interested  with  packets 
for  trial  purposes.

MUSKMELON  CHANGES 


Types  of  Rocky  Ford  cantaloupe  change  so 
often  that  customers  are  confused  and  disgusted. 
However,  there  has  been  full  justification  and 
this  season  we  have  even  more  new  strains  to 
offer  than  ever  before,  so  I  put  them  on  the  list 
fully  expecting  they  will  displace  the  older,  less 
perfect  stocks.  The  strain  of  the  Rocky  Ford 
cantaloupe  now  in  most  general  use  is  Hales 
Best. 

I  am  now  advising  your  listing  either  No. 
3G  or  936  Hales  Bests  as  earlier,  more  uniform, 
better  netted  melons  than  the  old  stock  of 
Hales.  No.  112  Hales  Best  is  an  improved 
stock  as  regards  uniformity  of  size  but  not 
earlier.  In  place  of  the  old  stock  of  the  Ten 
Twenty-five,  one  time  the  most  widely  used  of 
the  Rocky  Fords,  with  a  new  improved  which 
I  call  the  No.  101  Ten  Twenty-five.  This  is  a 
very  beautiful  melon  and  the  equal  of  any  as  a 
shipper  though  not  quite  as  early  as  Hales 
Best.  I  am  also  adding  the  new  No.  50  Mildew 
Resistant,  adapted  to  the  Imperial  Valley,  and 
the  new  Weaver’s  Special  which  made  a  hit 
last  season.  Also  a  new  small  stock  of  Green 
Fleshed  Honey  Dew,  bred  to  meet  the  demand 
of  the  markets  for  a  good  quality  Honey  Dew 
of  small  size. 

I  am  dropping  Paul  Rose  from  the  list  as 
being  outclassed  by  Burrell’s  Gem,  Heart  of 
Gold  and  Hales  Best  in  many  ways.  I  am  also 
dropping  from  the  list  Early  Green  Nutmeg  and 
Jenny  Lind.  They  are  not  near  as  early  as  the 
Extra  Early  Hanover,  nor  as  marketable  or 
delicious  as  Knights  .  I  have  a  poor  opinion  of 
the  Golden  Champlain  as  here  its  crown  set  is 
very  poor  quality.  The  balance  of  the  crop  com¬ 
ing  into  ripeness  with  Knights  and  Hale’s  No. 
36  does  not  sell  as  well  as  they  do.

I  am  now  growing  these  in  com¬ 
paratively  virgin  territory  not  as  yet  being 
bothered  by  insects,  nor  hail,  and  I  am  taking 
care  of  the  early  freezing  menace  with  artifi- 
cial  dryers.  I  am  convinced  I  am  offering  ex¬

cata,  Buttercup-"  and  Gill’s  Golden  Delicious 
squashes.  These  are  three  small  squashes  of  the 
very  highest  quality  and  attractive  appearance. 
The  American  markets  are  not  handling  near 
the  amount  of  squash  that  they  should,  due  to 
the  fact  that  few  families  like  to  buy  as  much 
squa§h  at  one  time  as  is  necessary  when  they 
buy  a  good,  quality  Hubbard.  In  these  three  and 
the  Table  Queen  is  found  the  answer  to  this 
problem  and  the  seedman  who  will  push  these 
will  find  his  squash  volume  increasing.  If  you 
are  not  familiar  with  these  I  will  be  glad  to  send 
you  either  specimens  or  seed  for  your  trial 
grounds  and  no  obligation  will  be  incurred. 

Cocozelle  is  becoming  one  of  the  most  gen¬ 
erally  used  of  all  squashes.  I  have  several  dif¬ 
ferent  stocks  of  this  good  squash  and  if  you 
know  the  kind  your  trade  wants  I  can  fit  you 
out  with  just  the  right  type.  There  is  about  as 
many  strains  of  this  as  there  is  of  the  Rocky 
Ford  cantaloupe  but  unfortunately  they  have  not 
been  as  thoroughly  named  and  numbered.
